'Hired Killer' 


Is Questioned 


Finch Trial Lawyer 
Presses Exam ination 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Jack 
Cody , a coarse, cocky con man 
who claims he was hired to kill, 
faced another seige by the cross­ 
ex am iner in the Finch 
mu rder 
trial today as it became ev ident 
the defense will contend: 
1. That Cody was hired to en­ 
trap Barbara Jean Finch rom an­ 
tically , not to m u rder her. 
2. That Dr. R. Bernard Finch 
was not armed when he went to 
see his wife the night of her 
death, and that he killed her by 
accident or in self defense. 
Finch, wealthy 42-y ear-old su r­ 
geon, is on trial with his pretty 
m istress, Carole Tregoff, 23. They 
are accu sed of mu rder in the Ju ly 
18 gu nshot death of Mrs. Finch, 
36. 
She was 
slain ou tside her 
su bu rban home. 
Cody , brou ght here to testify 
from the Minneapolis workhou se, 
insisted again Wednesday u nder 
cross-ex amination that the doctor 
and Miss Tregoff paid him $1,400 
to do away with Mrs. Finch, and 
that he had no intention of going 
throu gh with it. Bu t he was more 
v agu e abou t his pu rported con­ 
v ersations with Miss Tregoff than 
he had been u nder ex amination 
by the prosecu tion. 
He said at one point that Don­ 
ald Williams, a friend of Miss 
Tregoff, brou ght u p the su bject of 
m u rder while arranging for him to 
talk to Carole in Las Vegas, Nev . 
At another point, he said it was 
Richard Keachie, so-called mid­ 
dleman in setting u p the meeting, 
who first mentioned mu rder. 
Then later he said: “ I didn’t 
know nothing abou t the m u rder u n­ 
til I talked to Carole.” 
Under q u estioning by Defense 
Attorney Grant B. Cooper, Cody 
said he agreed to kill Mrs. Finch 
with a shotgu n Ju ly 4. He said 
Dr. Finch “ wou ld hav e an alibi 
becau se he was going to be at a 
tennis tou rnam ent (that day ).” 
Cody testified he was in Los 
Angeles Ju ly 4, bu t simply got 
dru nk. He said he had blown the

7,760 Miles 


Moscow Claim s Big 
Missile Hits 1.24 
Miles from Bullseye 


MOSCOW 
(AP)

sians annou nced today they fired 
a rocket 7 ,7 60 miles into the cen­ 
tral Pacific which fell less than 
1.24 miles from its calcu lated ta r­ 
get. 
The mu ltistage ballistic missile 
“ was the first in the series of 
planned 
lau nchings” for produ c 
ing rockets to pu t heav y earth 
satellites into orbit and for space 
flights toward other planets of the 
solar sy stem, Tass news agency 
said. 
The 
Tass 
annou ncement 
said 
the point of fall of the rocket 
“ confirmed the high ex actitu de of 
the sy stem of rocket control." 
It landed at 8 :05 p.m. Wednes­ 
day , 
Moscow 
time 
(12:05 p.m. 
EST) at a point 12,500 kilometers 
(7 ,7 60 
miles) 
from 
the 
takeoff 
spot—not named in the annou nce­ 
ment—and trav eled at a speed of 
26,000 kilometers (16,150 miles an 
hou r, the annou ncement said. 
At a height of abou t 80 to 90 
kilom eters (49 to 55 miles) the 
nex t to last stage of the rocket 
“ disintegrated and partly bu rned ! 
ou t” on entering the dense strata 
of the atm osphere,” Tass said. 
“ The nose come of the last stage 
of the 
rocket 
was 
tracked 
in 
flight in the atm osphere, and its 
entry into the w ater was recorded 
by the (Sov iet Nav y ) ships’ ra ­ 
dar, optical and acou stic installa­ 
tions,” Tass added. 
“ As a resu lt of the m easu re­ 
ments it was established that the 
rocket fell less than 2 kilometers 
(1.24 miles) away from the pre­ 
determined point, which confirms 
the high precision of the rocket’s 
gu iding sy stem. 
“The rocket was started sharply 
on appointed time. The flight of 
the rocket as a whole and the 
fu nctioning of all its stages cor­ 
responded with the ou tlined pro­ 
gram .” 
The captain of an Au stralian jet 
airliner reported from Sy dney that 
the Sov iet rocket had ex ploded at 
least 200 miles from its designated 
target area. Capt. R. A .Gray said 
he had seen a “hu ge bright orange 
flash bu lb going off” 12:05 p.m. 
EST Wednesday . This was the 
same tim e the Ru ssians said the 
rocket landed and may hav e been 
the nex t to last stage which Tass 
said had disintegrated u pon enter­ 
ing the atmosphere. 
Meanwhile, in Washington, 
A- 
merican military au thorities q u es­ 
tioned whether the Ru ssian mis­ 
silemen had come 
as close 
to 
their target as they claimed. 
Military men who wou ld not be 
q u oted by name said Wednesday 
night the rocket apparently was 
lau nched in the v icinity of the 
Caspian Sea, near the Sov iet Un­ 
ion’s sou thern bou ndary with Iran.

Kennedy Enters DiSalle Seeks To Keep Young 


Humphrey Lair 
In Democrat Delegate Fold 


2 Dem* To Vie 
In Wisconsin Poll 


MILWAUKEE (AP)—Sen. John 
F. Kennedy (D Mass) announced 
today that he will run against Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey in Wiscon­ 
sin's presidential preference pri­ 
m ary April 5. His decision sets up 
the first direct test between the 
two 
major 
candidates 
for 
the 
Democratic nomination. 
Kennedy, who had said earlier 
that any formal declaration would 
be made in Wisconsin, flew to 
Milwaukee from 
Washington to 
address a news conference this 
morning. 
His decision, made against rec­ 
ommendations 
expressed 
both 
publicly and privately by some of 
his top advisors, amounts to a 
challenge 
to Humphrey 
in 
his 
back yard. 
And the race may be for higher 
stakes than Wisconsin's 31 con­ 
vention 
delegate 
votes, 
since 
Humphrey already has said that 
if he loses in Wisconsin he may I 
withdraw from the race. Losing, j 
he said, means getting fewer than 
16 delegates. 
Kennedy greeted the news con­ 
ference with a statem ent that be­ 
gan, “ I shall m n in the Wiscon­ 
sin presidential prim ary. 
" I am fully aware of the risk 
and difficulties that course in­ 
volves. No other candidate, real 
or unannounced, has indicated a 
willingness to enter any prim ary 
adjoining the home state of anoth­ 
e r 
contender 
—including 
New 
Ham pshire, which is next to my 
own state of Massachusetts. 
"Nevertheless, 
the 
people 
of 
Wisconsin should not he denied 
their right to help select the Dem­ 
ocratic 
presidential 
n o m i n e e 
m erely because their state hap 
pens to adjoin Minnesota." 
"The Republicans of Wisconsin 
have frequently in the past been 
given a wide choice of presiden­ 
tial contenders. In 1960 they will 
not have such a choice. The Dem­ 
ocrats must. 
"Even though my chief com­ 
petitors in the convention remain 
aafely on the sidelines, hoping to 
gain the nomination through m a­ 
nipulation of the convention, 
I 
cannot follow the advice of those 
urging me not to enter this or 
other representative prim aries.’’

MIDDLETOWN, Ohio (AP)—If 
those bees buzzing around are a 
nuisance under the law, how are 
you to tell whose bees they be? 
That was the problem that sty­ 
mied the Middletown City Com­ 
mission Wednesday night as it took 
up an ordinance to make it a crim ­ 
inal offense to keep bees in the 
city limits when they are found to 
be a nuisance. 
The commissioners had planned 
to pass the ordinance as an em er­ 
gency hut they backed off and just 
let it go through first reading. 
Several persons objected to the 
ordinance, asking how ownership 
of the bees causing the nuisance 
could he determined if there hap­ 
pened to b*» «<»veral he^'-^eir* in 
the same neighborhood. Willis Har- 
baum, deputy county apiary in­ 
spector, said bees can cover an 
area of 12 square miles in their 
search for pollen so no one knows 
just where their homes are.

'Hired Killer' 


Is Questioned 


Finch Triol Lawyer 
Presses Examination 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Jack 
Cody, a coarse, cocky con man 
who claims he was hired to kill, 
faced another seige by the cross- 
exam iner in the 
Finch m urder 
trial today as it became evident 
the defense will contend: 
1. That Cody was hired to en­ 
trap B arbara Jean Finch rom an­ 
tically, not to m urder her. 
2. That Dr. R. Bernard Finch 
was not arm ed when he went to 
see his wife the night of her 
death, and that he killed her by 
accident or in self defense. 
Finch, wealthy 42 year-old sur­ 
geon, is on trial with his pretty 
mistress, Carole Tregoff, 23. They 
are accused of m urder in the July 
18 gunshot death of Mrs. Finch, 
36. 
She was 
slain outside her 
suburban home. 
Cody, brought here to testify 
from the Minneapolis workhouse, 
insisted again Wednesday under 
cross-examination that the doctor 
and Miss Tregoff paid him $1,400 
to do away with Mrs. Finch, and 
that he had no intention of going 
through with it. But he was more 
vague about his purported con­ 
versations with Miss Tregoff than 
he had been under examination 
by the prosecution. 
He said at one point that Don­ 
ald Williams, a friend of Miss 
Tregoff, brought up the subject of 
murder while arranging for him to 
talk to Carole in Las Vegas, Nev. 
At another point, he said it was 
Richard Keachie, so-called mid­ 
dleman in setting up the meeting, 
who first mentioned murder. 
Then later he said: "I didn’t 
know nothing about the m urder un­ 
til I talked to Carole.” 
Under questioning by Defense 
Attorney Grant B. Cooper, Cody 
said he agreed to kill Mrs. Finch 
with a shotgun July 4. He said 
Dr. Finch "would have an alibi 
because he was going to be at a 
tennis tournam ent (that day)." 
Cody testified he was in Los 
Angeles July 4, but simply got 
drunk. He said he had blown the 
$1,400 on Las Vegas gaming ta­ 
bles.

HONOLULU (AP) — A 10-foot 
deep stream of boiling and hiss­ 
ing lava from 
Kilauea volcano 
stopped abruptly Wednesday night 
at the outskirts of the tiny, de­ 
serted village of Kapoho — but 
a fiery finger headed for another 
ham let on Hawaii Island.

Start Studied 


July, 1961, Tagged 
For First* Operation 


WASHINGTON (A P ) — Ohio’s 
first 
atom ic reactor for a city 
electric light plant m ay be in op­ 
eration by July 1961. 
An Atomic E nergy Com m ission 
spokesm an 
m ade this prediction 
today about the reactor to be built 
at Piqua, Ohio, for its municipal 
plant. 
The facility, using atom ic fuel, 
will 
supply steam 
for the light 
plant. The whole process is being 
subsidized by the governm ent as 
an experim ent. 
T echnically, 
final 
approval 
to 
build the plant com es Jan. 28. That 
is the deadline for filing objec­ 
tions on grounds of safety or other 
reasons. 
No such objection is anticipated 
by 
the 
AEC. 
Furtherm ore, 
the 
builder of the project. Atomics In­ 
ternational, a subsidiary of North 
A m erican 
A viation, 
has 
been 
w orking on the site since July. 
Another AEC hearing will be 
held in the spring to m ake sure the 
plant is safe to operate. 
The cost of the Piqua plant has 
m ore than doubled since it w as 
» first planned in 1955. 
At that tim e, it w as estim ated it 
would cost $5,621,000, exclusive of 
the cost of fuel. Today the esti­ 
m ate is $12,013,000. 
Rut the AEC 
w on’t pay that 
m uch. Piqua is supplying $3,955,- 
000 for land, buildings, supporting 
facilities and electric generators. 
The AEC now is considering ap­ 
plications from cities for a differ­ 
ent type of atom ic reactor to pro­ 
duce steam for generators. 
One application is from another 
Ohio city—M iam isburg.

To do so it competed actively with 
everyone else who wanted to bor­ 
row, This helped send interest 
rates higher. 
This year th* Treasury hopes 
to reverse thst. Not only will it 
be seeking no new money, except 
for short periods, but even hopes 
to be returning some two billion 
dollars to the money m arket, cut­ 
ting the federal debt by that much. 
If President Eisenhower’s hopes 
of a budget surplus in the next 
fiscal year are fulfilled, the T reas­ 
ury will be cutting the debt further 
end returning more money to the 
m arket. 
Bankers and financed of mort­ 
gages say that will be all to the 
good. But the immediate prospect, 
they still contend, is for an in­ 
creasing credit pinch as business 
activity steps up. and perhaps 
higher Interest rate*—certainly no 
declining ones. 
The President’s hopes for more 
available investment money seem 
based in great part on hia belief 
that incomes will soar this year, 
making 
more 
savings possible. 
He also wants Congress to help 
by doing the three things he stress 
es again in hia economic message: 
I. Keep spending down so there 
will be a budget surplus. 2. Hold 
tax rates where they are so that 
the surplus can be used for cutting 
the debt. S. Take the shackles off 
the Treasury so it can borrow in 
whatever market seems best and 
not. aa now. be forced to hit only 
the short term market where great 
damand hat sent borrowing costs

flood-su rrou nded hom es occu rred 
by the dozens. 
Hom eless and in m any cases 
with only the clothing they wore, 
the v ictim s of the floods rallied 
as aid w as g iv en them . Today , in 
most p laces, there is little if any 
ev idence of the w aters which ran 
ram p ant a y ear ag o. 
Bu t Jan u ary has a rep u tation 
of being a month o fdisaster. Old 
tim ers recall the “ Bla^k Su nday ” 
of 1937 when the Ohio-Mississip p i 
flood tu rned into the worst in his­ 
tory .

Nature had laid the groundwork 
well for Its paralysing Now with 
freeling tem peratures, a l m o s t 
daily snows and then a thaw The 
rain came and usually quiet rivers 
and stream s went on ram page 
In Ohio alone, 
7.963 
families 
were victims of the elements. 
According to the Red Cross, It 
helped all of those families. Th 
financial outlay, according to re ­ 
ports. totaled S1.M5 0<W 94 in Ohio. 
Thousands of untrained disaster 
workers joined Red Cross units in
